Officer to Serve Under 
Civic Service 





One of the first examinations of 
its kind in accordance with a new 
federal law governing postmast- 
ers, a competitive examination 
for the Alta Loma position, will be 
held within a month. Applications 
must be made by Nov. 10 and the 
examination is to be held “with- 
in 15 days” after that date. 

The person appointed to the 
position following the examination 
will serve “without term,” mean- 
ing it will be indefinite and Set 
for life. During its last session, | 
Congress passed a law providing 
that postmasters are to serve in- 
definitely, rather than under four- 
year term appointments as has 
} been the custom. The postmaster 
will serve under civil service as 
do other postal employes. | 

INCUMBENT FAVORED

— postmaster now. His four- 
| year term expired in the spring, | 
but for alleged political reasons | 
| he was not reappointed and no 
other appointment was made. In 
such cases the incumbent con- 
tinues to serve until a successor is 
named.

Propositions Three and Four 
Generally propositions No, 8 and 4+ to be voted on in No- 
vember are considered together, as they deal with closely re- 
fated subjects. No. 3 has already been passed by both houses 
of the state legislature. Its adoption by the voters in Novem- 


ber would permanently prevent the use of gasoline tax funds 
for any other purposes than those provided by law—whieh are 
for highway construction and maintenance—and is ecolleeted 
from motorists in proportion to the amount of gasoline they 
use. We see no reason why this fund should be diverted for 
other purposes. Ilowever, there are those who are of the opin- 
jon that too much money is being spent on the highways of the 
state. Granting such might be the case, it appeals to us that 
it would be a better plan to reduce the gasoline tax than to 
divert a portion of such tax revenue to some other purpose. 
The gasoline tax is collected for a specifie parpose and should 


not be disturbed. 

Proposition No, + is an initiative eonstitutional amendment 
and would create a Ilighway and Traffic Safety Commission 
consisting of five members. These would be appointed by the 
governor, With the consent of the state senate, to supplant the 
existing State Highway Commission and also take over the
